Illinois used to be home 
to prehistoric ‘nursery/ 
new research shows

Not far from Chicago, in a region now domi- 
nated by corn fields and white-tailed deer, sci- 
entists say they’ve found fossil evidence of a 
“shark nursery” where prehistoric predators 
hatched. 

The finding, which challenges long-held 
notions about ancient marine life, highlights 
a collection of prized local fossils preserved 
for more than 300 million years by a rare geo- 
logic process and then brought to the surface 
in recent decades by coal mining. 

Michael Coates, a University of Chicago 
evolutionary biologist, said the Bandringa 
sharks likely spent most of their adult lives in 
the rivers that run through present-day Ohio 
and Pennsylvania, citing fossils found in those 
states in recent decades. But Coates and a col- 
league suggest that the long-snouted critters 
laid their eggs and spent the early part of their 
lives in shallow coastal waters, such as the sea 


that once covered Illinois’ Mazon Creek area 
and much of the Midwest. 

The Illinois fossils were found in Will 
County in the 1960s and ’70s as strip mining 
altered the landscape south of Chicago. Coal 
companies would discard piles of dirt rich 
with fossils, said Paul Mayer of the Field Mu- 
seum, and allow people to pick through the 
churned earth. 

Amateur archaeologists and experts alike 
combed through the piles, and many of the 
fossils they brought home ended up at the 
Field Museum, which has the two Illinois 
samples studied by Coates and his co-author, 
a public display about Mazon Creek and thou- 


sands of the region’s specimens in storage. 

A paper by Coates and fellow researcher 
Lauren Sallan analyzed two Bandringa sam- 
ples from Mazon Creek originally identified 
by scientists as separate species. The juve- 
nile sharks, just 4 to 6 inches long, had pro- 
nounced spoon-billed snouts that stretched 
half as long as their bodies and, Coates said, 
“looks a little bit like the things you see to- 
day in sturgeon, paddlefish.” Their findings 
suggest that the two sets of fossils are in fact 
members of the same bottom-feeding spe- 
cies and a juvenile version of the adult sharks 
found fossilized in Ohio and Pennsylvania. 

That young Bandringas— but not adults — 


have turned up in Illinois and adult ones —but 
not their offspring— were found farther east 
suggests that the sharks thrived in freshwater 
but used saltwater havens (like the one south 
of present-day Chicago) as a “shark nursery” 
to lay eggs and aUow young animals to live 
safely, Coates and Sallan said. 

Although no sharks living today are known 
to travel from freshwater to saltwater to lay 
their eggs, most sharks do use shark nurseries. 

‘Almost aU sharks and their relatives today 
use nursery waters,” Sallan said. “They usually 
use an environment very near the shore because 
the shallow area protects the juveniles from 
other sharks that maybe too big to enter them.” 

The findings, both scientists say were pos- 
sible only because of the fossils found south of 
Chicago, which are renowned in scientific cir- 
cles even if they’re unknown to many locals. 
Coates said he first learned about the fossils 
as a graduate student in the United Kingdom 
and was eager to study them himself when he 
arrived here. 

“The Mazon Creek fossils are world famous,” 
he said, “and it’s on Chicago’s doorstep.”

Church to hand 
over abuse files

In the II years since Kathy Laarveld learned her 
son had been molested by their parish priest, 
she has wanted the Catholic Church to come 
clean and disclose how it ultimately handled 
the allegations against its clergy 

She didn’t waver in her position seven years 
ago, when the Chicago Archdiocese reached 
a monetary settlement with her son. She also 
didn’t relent when it substantiated allegations 
that the priest molested him in the early 1980s, 
when he was an 8-year-old having his Commu- 
nion party 

“There are so many people who think the 
church did nothing wrong or that they did the 
best they could at the time,” she said. “I don’t 
believe that. I want people to see exactly what 
happened and how these priests were protect- 
ed.” 

Laarveld’s wish soon will be granted. In a let- 
ter to parishioners of the Chicago Archdiocese, 
Cardinal Francis George announced this week 
that documents on substantiated abuse claims 
linked to at least 30 current and former arch- 
diocese priests will soon be made public. He 
apologized to the victims for the abuse they 
suffered, as well as to “rank-and-file Catholics 
who have been shamed” by the scandal.

Order one of these six creations and 
become reacquainted with the incredible, 
drinkable egg.

“It has the texture of snow, almost,” 
sai(j Miran(ja Breedlove, assistant 
manager at this new Lincoln Park 
wine bar and the bartender respon- 
sible for this gin, prosecco and egg 
white cocktail. “It reminded everyone 
of winter.” Breedlove enhances the 
herbal flavors of London dry gin with 
rosemary and mastiha, a sweet and 
herbal Greek liqueur that’s distilled 
from the sap of the mastiha tree. A fi- 
nal garnish of lemon zest adds bright- 
ness to what Breedlove guarantees is 
a “very easy-to-drink cocktail.”

After drinking a cup of espresso and 
a glass of Fernet amaro after a long 
meal, Nightwood’s lead mixologist 
Eric Davis knew the flavor combina- 
tion could work in a cocktail. This 
drink, which hits the Pilsen restau- 
rant’s menu Saturday, combines a 
Fernet Branca base, coffee liqueur 
from California-based Firelit Spirits, 
some housemade spiced simple syr- 
up, a small splash of rum and an egg 
white for creaminess. Fans of egg 
white cocktails should drink up dur- 
ing the colder weather, though, since 
those drinks definitely are a sea- 
sonal attraction. “It’s just the time of 
the year that you’re going to want a 
richer style of cocktail,” Davis said. “I 
don’t think they would be something 
you’d want to drink in the summer.” 



Coffee Cocktail

The Coffee Cocktail involves no 
coffee. Seriously. The classic drink, 
which originated in an 1887 bartend- 
ers’ recipe book, is simply equal parts 
cognac and port (at The Barrelhouse 
Flat in Lincoln Park, it’s ruby port), 
plus simple syrup, a whole egg and 
a finishing dust of grated nutmeg. 
“The speculation is that it was named 
‘Coffee Cocktail’ because if it’s pre- 
pared correctly, it looks something 
like coffee with cream,” creative 
director Greg Buttera said. “But it 
could also be because coffee was an 
after-dinner drink, as this is.” Though 
Buttera said the whole egg adds 
“density,” the texture is not to be con- 
fused with eggnog. “This has a more 
elegant richness.”

Silky in texture and beautiful to 
look at-those are pine needle 
skewers that garnish each drink 
with a spiced golden raisin-this 
cocktail also contains an ingredi- 
ent you’re unlikely to encoun- 
ter anywhere else: myrrh. Alex 
Bachman, head bartender at this 
Logan Square bar, boils honey 
with the fragrant tree resin (bib- 
lically said to have been a gift 
from one of the three Magi) as 
well as almonds, then adds this 
honey to a base of cognac. The 
drink also benefits from lemon 
juice and a splash of Cappelletti, 
a new-to-Chicago amaro with fla- 
vors of orange, vanilla and rose. 
Shaking in an egg white adds 
smoothness but also, Bachman 
said, curbs some of the acidity 
from the lemon juice.

“I wanted to come up with a drink 
that used malort but actually 
tasted good,” said Tim Casey, bar 
manager at this newly opened 
Andersonville bar and restaurant. 
Though he admits to not liking 
the super bitter, dare-you-to-try-it 
wormwood spirit, Casey knew it 
had a cult following. After mix- 
ing an early version of this drink 
(named for punk star Sid Vicious) 
that was just malort, gin and nut- 
meg, Casey knew it lacked for one 
last ingredient. “The egg white 
was the missing link,” he said. 
“Before, the drink was off-balance. 
The froth of the egg white takes 
away anything overpowering.” 

But does the cocktail really make 
malort palatable? Casey thinks 
so. “I’m impressed by how many 
people are swayed toward order- 
ing it again.”

All the fun of cereal and cartoons 
... but with alcohol. Genius. At this 
Gold Coast bar, bartender Brian 
Sturgulewski had a goal to create a 
cocktail that reminded him of “park- 
ing himself in front of the TV for too 
many hours as a kid.” He eventu- 
ally perfected a process of infus- 
ing Trinidadian rum with Cinnamon 
Toast Crunch, to which he adds a 
touch of bitterness in the form of 
Averna amaro liqueur, plus a whole 
egg. The 12-year Zaya rum he chose 
is heavy on vanilla and graham 
cracker flavors, which pair well with 
the cereal’s cinnamon and spice. The 
complete drink is a play on a flip, a 
classic whole-egg cocktail with a 
creaminess that replicates the milk 
that’s left in the bowl after you’ve 
spooned up all your cereal. 



SAFETY FIRST 

“Hold up,” you’re thinking. 
“Is it healthy to drink some- 
thing with raw egg in it?” 
Bartenders get this ques- 
tion a lot, and all of them as- 
sure you that eggs are safe 
to consume in cocktails 
for two reasons: One, eggs 
are pasteurized, a process 
that kills harmful germs.
